Richard Milne, prosecuting, said Mr Vogler left 
his glass of wine with her while he went to the 
bathroom - and later lost 
consciousness as he 
undressed in his bedroom. 

He woke the next day to 
find his £250 Tiffany clock, 
£800 Omega watch, and 
three pairs of expensive 
shoes had been stolen. 

The designer clothes he 
had been wearing and £100 
cash had also disappeared 
- along with Hakki. 

Mr Milne said: “Mr 
Vogler has no recollection 
as to what happened until 
he woke up.” 

He added that Hakki 
allegedly struck again in 
September last year when 
she met businessman 
Alexander Jovy.

They went back to his 
flat in Notting Hill, west 
London and Mr Milne 
said: “He recalls her 
asking for red wine.
